I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1957*  This  consists  mainly 
of  statistics  but  additional  information  is  given  whore  necessary. 

POPULATION 

Registrar  General’s  estimate  for  I957  is  4,410. 

BIRTHS 


There  wero  54  Hv°  births  during  1957*  Of  those  32  wore  males,  and 
22  females,  69 $  were  born  in  Maternity  Institutions  or  Hospitals, 

Two  illegitimate  children  are  included  in  the  above  total. 

The  Crudo  Birth  Rate  was  12.2  per  1,000,  compared  with  11.8  per  1,000 
for  1956  an^  when  adjustod  for  comparative  purposos  '.1th  other  areas,  this 
was  13.7. 

Two  Still  Births  wero  registered.

I  have  pleasupe  in  sub mi'b "ting  hepewiih  my  penopt  fop  "the 
year  ending  31st  December  1957*  This  is  the  ninth  annual  report  which  I  have 
made  to  the  Council  and  as  it  is  probably  the  last  one  I  would  like  to  preface  it 
with  a  few  figures  showing  progress  in  Public  Health  matters  since  the  end  of  1945 
This  particular  year  has  been  chosen  because  it  is  the  commencement  of  a  return  to 
normal  life  after  a  period  of  war  and  also  because  that  year  saw  the  disappearance 
of  the  last  privy  and  the  last  midden  in  the  District.

Water  Supply 

The  Statutory  Water  Undertakers  for  the  District  are  the  Manchester  Corporation 
Waterworks  who  took  over  the  undertaking  of  the  Council  in  April.  The  main 
source  of  water  is  still  from  Hungry  Hole  Springs  at  Arnfield  but  connection  has 
been  made  to  a  supply  from  Robinsons  Moss,  Tintwistle  which  can  be  used  in 
emergencies.  The  undertakers  have  a  scheme  prepared  to  provide  a  better  supply 
to  the  higher  parts  of  the  District  which  still  suffer  inconvenience. 

About  143  properties  still  are  dependent  on  private  supplies. 

Scavenging 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at. a  site  between  Broadbottom  Road  and 
Stockport  Road.  Considerable  hindrance  to  the  effective  management  of  this 
tip  has  resulted  from  the  fire  reported  in  1956.  During  the  year,  however, 
the  isolated  portion  burned  itself  out  and  it  was ;then  possible  to  grade  and 
level  the  entire  surface  of  the  tip  for  better  working.  This  site  has  only 
a  few  more  years  of  useful  life  and  other  accommodation  should  be  sought  and 
prepared  for  use. 

During  the  summer  months  the  tip  is  regularly  dusted  with  insecticide  and 
is  inspected  all  the  year  round  for  rats. 

Labour  and  transport  for  this  service  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Engineer  &  Surveyor  and  most  of  the  District  is  cleared  weekly.  An  isolated 
group  of  houses  at  the  Hague,  Broadbottom  is  dealt  with  by  a  local  farmer  who 
is  employed  by  the  Council  for  the  purpose. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  supplied  8 3  dustbins. and  28  pails  on 
receipt  of  orders  from  owners  of  property  who  are  then  charged  for  the  service 


Sswwrage 

The  two  sewage  works  at  Broadbottom  and  Hollingworth  continue  to  function 
satisfactorily  and  samples  of  the  effluents  are  of  a  standard  which  is 
acceptable  to  the  Mersey  River  Board.  Both  works  are  scheduled  for 
improvement  and  enlargement  in  the  Councils  sewerage  scheme  which,  when 
completed  will  embrace  the  greater  part  of  the  District.  Progress  is  slow 
and  at  present  over  half  the  District  is  not  served  by  public  sewerage  system. 
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During  the  year  the  Counvil's  offer  up  to  £8  for  the  conversion  of 

any  toilet  to  fresh  water  closet  has  only  attracted  2  such  conversions  There 

1JL~Cidltl°n  3  COnVersions  as  a  result  of  improvement  grants  and  thirteen 
other  FWCs  were  installed. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  annual  1  Cf/c  test  of  the  sewer  manholes  was  carried  out  and  infestations 
of  a  minor  nature  were  discovered  in  both  systems  and  treated  accordingly, 
v  245  premises  were  specifically  inspected  in  connection  with  rodent  control 
34  infestations  were  found  and  the  total  calls  made  to  deal  with  rodent  control 
came  to  410. 


Offensive  Trades 


There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  in  the  area  and  it  is  fat  extraction  which 
is  carried  out  at  Hyde  Brook  Works. 

These  works  are  adjacent  two  roads  and  there  are  a  number  of  houses  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  and  despite  regular  inspection  there  are  complaints  of 
offensive  smells  from  time  to  time.  Pollution  of  the  Hyde  Brook  has  decreased 
since  the  time  that  some  of  the  residual  liquor  from  one  of  the  processes  has 
been  taken  to  the  Hollingworth  Sewage  Outfall  and  the  stream  is  in  a  much 
better  condition. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

Supplies  of  free  disinfectant  are  available  in  the  three  villages  and  there 
have  been  24  inspections  and  visits  directly  due  to  illness  and  infestation 
other  than  rodents. 

FACTORIES 

32  visits  have  been  made  to  the  25  factories  remaining  on  the  Register  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  One  instance  of  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accommodation 
was  remedied  after  informal  notice. 

Workplaces 

There  are  38  workplaces  most  of  which  are  not  regularly  occupied  or  owe  their 
existence  to  the  presence  of  a  factory.  They  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
on  inspection.
